Senior Citizen Transit Passes are sold throughout the 
year at Customer Services in Churchill LRT Station and 
at the Citizen Action Centre in Chancery Hall. Seniors 
may also use child tickets.

Transfers. A valid transfer receipt is accepted as full fare on all Edmonton 
Transit bus routes and Light Rail Transit (LRT). A transfer must be requested at the 
time the fare is paid. It must be used by the person to whom it is issued within 90 
minutes, in any direction. 


Travel Tips 


* Operators do not carry change. Avoid delays by having exact change ready 
before boarding. Fare machines in LRT stations will not accept dollar bills or 
tickets — dollar bill changing machines are located in each LRT station. 


* Children under six years ride free when accompanied by a fare paying 
passenger. 


° Bus tickets (validated or unvalidated) must be shown to the operator and 
dropped in the fare box. Request a transfer if necessary. Ticket book covers are 
not valid. 


* Bylaw #8353 governs activities on public transit. No smoking is allowed on 
buses and LRT cars, in LRT stations, bus shelters and transit centres. Eating 
and drinking are prohibited on buses and LRT vehicles. 


¢ For your safety, patrons are asked to stay behind the white safety line to give 
the Operator a clear view of all exterior mirrors and doors. 


e Student passes (Elementary/Junior High and Senior High School) are valid on 
Edmonton Transit buses from 5 a.m. Monday to 2 a.m. Saturday, excluding 
statutory holidays and school holidays. Passes are obtained only through the 
schools. 


* Customer information/assistance phones are available in all LRT stations. For 
assistance with routes and schedules, dial *-0-1. For security or equipment 
problems, dial *-0-9. 


LRT Service. 


* Ifyou are a cash fare passenger, place exact coin fare in the fare receipt 
vending machine and enter the paid area. Keep your receipt as proof of 
payment until you leave the paid area at your destination. Fare receipts may 
be used to transfer onto a bus. 


° Ifyou are a pass user, or have a valid bus transfer, you may enter the paid 
area. Be sure to keep your pass or transfer until you leave the paid area at 
your destination. 


* Ifyou have a ticket book, stamp one of the tickets in the ticket validator. 
Keep your validated ticket as proof of payment throughout your trip. 
Validated tickets may be used to transfer to a bus. 


° Direct connections with bus service can be made from LRT stations, Transfers 
can be made between buses and LRT on a single fare. Valid transfers issued 
by bus operators, receipts from LRT fare machines, or tickets validated for the 
LRT are proof of payment for all Edmonton Transit service. 


+ For special events such as football games, concerts and Heritage Days, regular 
fares apply. Some LRT fare machines allow you to purchase a two-way fare 
receipt.

Disabled Adult Transportation System GD 


D.A.T.S. provides public transportation to physically and mentally 
disabled individuals who are unable to use existing transit facilities. 
Individuals must register with the service and be 16 years of age or older. 
This service provides door-to-door transportation using specially 
equipped vehicles, Priority is given to those who use D.A.T.S. for work, 
education and medical trips. Edmonton Transit adult tickets are valid on 
D.A.T.S. For information, call 468-6025.
